tisns advanced by the Chinese 
Detegation at the Washingten Con- 
ference, your nota concludes that 
the said Treaties and Notes should 
now be cancelled in toto, except 
those stipulations and reservations 
contained therein which have al- 
ready. been adjusted and which 
the Japanese Government have 
already rencunced or withdrawn. 


Surprise and Regret. 


. The Japanese Government are 
unable to conceal from themselves 
a sense of surprise and. regret at 
the communication under acknow- 
ledgement. The Treaties, conelud- 
ed and. the Notes ezchanged in 
1915 were formally signed by the 
Japanese and Chinese Represen- 
-tatives,-zho-were -propetly-invest- 
ed with full powers by their 
respective Governments, the Trea- 
ties having been: moreover, duly 
ratified by the respective heads of 
Stste. - 


The views of :the Japanese 
Government concerning these 
agreements were declared'by their 
Delegates at the Washington Con- 
ference. An attempt on the part 
of your Gcvernment to abrogéte 
of its own accord Treaties and Notes 
which are perfectly valid will not 
only fail to contribute to the 
advancement of friendship be- 
tween our two ccuntries; but

This 
Government, accordingly, cannot 
in any way lend themselves to 
the Hne cf action now contem- 
plated by your Government.

“ Most people in Hongkong per- 
haps do not realise that the cit 

is bebind the. times in qpttato 
respects, That is probably be- 
ceuse’ they have grown 5p 
used to-its shortcomings,- Is 
not it tima, though, that the 
people here began to bestir them- 
selves a little: and persuade 
somebody to “get a move on” 
-|where there is crying neéd for 
progress? We intend to con- 
centrate, for the putposes of this 
article, on just one.example of 
what we have in mind—the block 
of public buildings comprising 
the Theatre Royal and City Hall, 
and housing the library: and 
museum. Hongkong can, boast 
of being, the fifth largest port in 
the world so far as shipping goes, 
yet lags bebind moat other cities 
in tbe world in’ the glaring 
inadequacy of ite theatrical and 
civic accommodation. What 
possibly served a past generation 
hardly suffices’ nowadays, and 
certaioly will fall far short of 
‘requirements even in the near 
future. We shall take -the 
Theatro first. The stage is not 
quite as large as it might be; and 
the accommodation for players is 
decidedly: cramped. The’ audi- 
'torium is much too. small for all 
requirements. True, it is- not 
often one sees every geat occupi- 
ad, but,there sre other influences 
operating in that direction. Were 
there, say, twice the seating 
capacity, the charges for seats 
could be so regulated as to return 
no less whilst attracting s much 
greater audience. And there are 
always occasions when the place 
might be, taxed to its “utmost 
limits. ‘Then, there is the almost 
unbelievable absence of ‘anytbing 
even remotely resembling a 
clonkroom: We wonder what 
newcomers ta ‘the place think 
when they have to pile their hats 
and overcoats on a dusty table 
in a corner of the building.
